Our political tradi- 
tions, often differing, suffice to ex- 
plain certain misunderstandings 
that from time to time have grown 
up between us, Henceforth we 
know where we stand, we know 
what we want, we know what we 
can expect and what may be ex- 
pected of us. 


“Co-operation behtween our two ; 


countries will thus become closer, 
since our governments will have a 
clearer understanding of their re- 
spective interests and their com- 
mon duties. Thus, even if the con- 
versations in Washington have had 
no other results, they would have 
fulfilled great hopes. This is the 
moral benefit of our meeting.” 

He spoke in French and his re- 
marks were translated. Marshal 
Henri Petain was among the lis- 
teners, as were Gen. John J. Per- 
shing, acting Secretary of War John 
Payne and Ambassador Paul 
Claudel. 

America’s Farewell. 

Under-Secretary of State William 
R. Castle Jr. delivered the official 
farewell on behalf of the Govern- 
ment of the United States. 

“We must not look for miracles 
in the shape of economic or any 
other panateas,” he said. “The 
world cannot be remade in a few 
hours’ talk, and if it could be, wise 
men would not attempt to, lest the 
world be remade wrong. What can 
be done, and I believe has been 
done, 1s through common sense 
and courage and good-will—which 
are all three more important than 
miracles—to search out and to in- 
dicate the many ways in which our 
two nations can co-operate in the 
restoration of economic’ strength 
and the maintenance of peace.

Against Independence Now. 


Secretary of War Hurley at the 


Cabinet meeting gave a resume of 
'the visit to the Philippines, 


from 
which he has just returned. He 
let it be known he had = begun 
drafting an official report to the 
President, and will discuss the 
matter also in his annual report. 

While Hurley is withholding any 
statement as to his conclusions 
pending a report to the White 
House, it is certain he will oppose 
granting independence at leust un- 
til important economic adjustments 
are made in the islands. Those 
he has in mind bear largely on 
trade relations between the Philip- 
pines and the United States. 

Meanwhile, those favoring inde- 
pendence in Congress are going 
ahead with plans to press that is- 
sue at every chance. The strength 
of that sentiment is not minimized 
at the White House. 

Text of Statement. 

A stenographic transcript of the 
President's statement follows: 

“On Secretary Hurley’s return, at 
the Cabinet meeting today, we dis- 
cussed the Philippine question at 
We have ex- 
plored the subject, but formulated 
no conclusive policies in the mat- 
ter. These discussions will be con- 
tinued. 

“Independence of the Philippines 
at some time has been directly or 
indirectly promised by every Presi- 
dent and by the Congress. In ac- 
cordance with the undertaking, the 
problem is one of time. 

“In the interest of the Philippine 
people the time element involves 
the necessity that independence 
must be assured of durability and 
the Government of the Philippines 
must be assured of stability. 

“For instance, the economic in- 
dependence of the Phidppines must 
be obtained before political inde- 
pendence can be successful. 

‘Independence tomorrow with- 
out their economic stability will re- 
sult in the collapse of the Philip- 
pine revenues and collapse of all 
economic life in the islands. We 
propose to give further considera- 
tion to the whole question in the 
immediate future.” 


Three Philippine | Independence 
Plans Outlined by Quezon, 
By the Associated Press. 

MANILA, Oct. 27.—Three Phil- 
ippine’ independence propositions 
were broached to American admin- 
istrative and congressional Jeaders 
by President Manuel Ll. Quezon of 
the insular Senate while in the 
United States on an independence 
mission, he said tonightin a formal 
statement. 

The propositions were: 

1. Immediate independence with 
free trade with the United States 
for 10 years, but limiting sugar ex- 
ports to 1,000,000 tons, oil to the 
present export figure, and with re- 
strictions on Filipino immigration 
into the United States. 

2. Broad autonomy but with re- 
strictions safeguarding American 
sovereignty for 10 years and a 
plebiscite at the end of that period 
to determine whether the Filipinos 
want to continue under such a Gov- 
ernment or become independent. 
Trade and immigration arrange- 
ments would be the same as in the 
first proposition. 

3. Independence in any form. 

Senator Quezon said the state- 
ment was issued to “halt false 
tumors.”

sporting events. 

Front Hoofs Cleared..Barrier.

Herman 
Flodstram of the Swedish cavalry, 
disregarded a owrenched ankle 
and raced in the gold cup event, 
taking second place on Flit, from 
the stables of August A. Busch Jr. 

Metcalfe’s death was the first 
fatality in the three years th® 
steeplechase has been held and the 
only serious spill of Saturday’s six 
races.

Judge Samuel Alschuler read to- 
day’s order and explained that it 
in no way affected the sentence and 
fine imposed on Capone by Judge 
Wilkerson. The result will be mere- 
ly that the marshal may not take 
Capone to the Leavenworth Peni- 
tentiary, but keep him in custody 
in Chicago until his case is ap- 
pealed. 

Defense Attorney Michael Ahern 
said he would start for Washington 
tonight to attempt to get one of the 
Supreme Court Justices to grant 
Capone bail. If this effort failed, 
Ahern said, he would ask the Cir-

WASHINGTON, Oct. 27.—As the 
squat figure of Premier Laval re- 
ceded from American shores to- 
day, the estimate of his diplomatic 
successes in Washington continued 
to grow and the impression deep- 
ened that the Premier had scored 
substantially in behalf of France. 


Conspicuous among his achieve- 
ments was that of eliciting from 
President Hoover a tacit admission 
that the collection of war debts is 
partly contingent on payment of 
German reparations, and an agree- 
ment that any further postpone- 
ment of reparations payments must 
take place under the provisions of 
the Young plat. 

Although the French Premier 
Was not successful in obtaining any 
pledge of American assistance in 
case of attack, he laid down the 
principle that in the absence of 
such security France has the right 
to maintain her present armaments 
——-which, perhaps, suits the French 
almost as well. 

Step Toward Cancellation. 

The tentative agreement to. re- 
open the war debt question before 
the present one-year moratorium 
expires is the longest step yet taken 
by this Government toward can-

An authoritative explanation of

ions showed this to be erroneous, 

Since the unconditional repara- 
tions are all that Germany is now 
paying, and since there is not the 
slightest prospect that she will be 
able to increase the payments aft- 
er the moratorium expires, it is 
difficult to see what relief could be 
afforded by such a re-examination. 

Inquiry in administration circles 
disclosed nothing beyond a hope- 
ful belief that if the examination 
should disclose Germany’s inability 
to pay even the unconditional rep- 
arations, France might be per- 
suaded to forego part of those pay- | 
ments. Premier Laval gave no 
such promise, however. On .the 
contrary, he reasserted France’s 
right to collect in full. 

Hoover Shifts the Burden. 

President Hoover's method of ap- 
pealing for the present moratorium 
last June aroused deep resentment 
among the French, who felt that 
Germany should have been required 
to apply for postponement under 
the terms of the Young plan. Pre- 
mier Laval has now obtained as- 
surance that this will not happen 
again. 

Incidentally, President Hoover 
by this agreement has extricated 
himself from a political situation 
which was becoming embarrassing. 
As the author of the moratorium 
proposal, he was faced by the pros- 
pect of determining what to do 
when its expiration approached 
next year, since nobody believes 
that Germany will be able to re- 
sume the conditional payments 
then. That crisis will arrive while

“1. On the 22d of October the 
Japanese representative in the 
council of the League of Nations 
proposed certain amendmerts to 
the resolution then before the 
council with regard to questions of 


(1) the withdrawal of Japanese 
troops to the railway zone and (2) 
direct negotiations between China 
and Japan. However, these sug- 
gested amendments as well as the 
resolution itself fell through, hav- 
ing failed to obtain unanimous ap- 
proval of the council. 
“2. As has been repeatedly em- 
phasize. by the Japanese Govern- 
ment, the whole Manchurian af- 
fair was occasioned solely by a 
violent and provocative attack 
launched by the Chinese army on 
the railway zene. Certain small 
contingents of Japanese _ soldiers 
still rer aining at a few points out- 
side that zone are insistently de- 
manded by the danger to which a 
large population of Japanese in 
that region are exposed. The pres- 
ence of such a limited number of 
troops is quite incapable of being 
represented as a means of dictat- 
ing to China Japan’s terms for the 
settlement of the present difficul- 
ties. 
“Nothing is farther from the 
thoughts of ‘Japan than to bring 
armed pressure to bear upon China 
in the course of these negotiations. 
‘No Abridgment of Rights.”’ 
3. The Japanese Government 
have on various occasions given ex- 
pression to their firm determina- 
tion to suffer no abridgment or 
diminution of the rights and inter- 
ests of Japan which are vital to her 
national existence and which are 
woven into the complex fabric of 
her political and economic rela- 
tions with China. 
“Unfortunately, the so-called ‘re- 
covery of rights’ movements in 
China have recently attained ex- 
travagant developments while feel- 
ings antagonistic to Japan have 
been openly encouraged in text- 
books used at various schools in 
China and have become _ deeply 
seated in the Chinese mind. In de- 
fiance of treaties and regardless of 
all history, vigorous agitation has 
been carried on in China with the 
object of undermining rights and 
interests of Japan, even the most 
vital. 

“As things stand at present, the 
complete withdrawal of Japanese 
troops to the South Manchuria 
railway zone under the mere assur- 
ance of the Chinese Government 
would create an intolerable situa- 
tion, exposing Japanese subjects to 
the gravest danger.

AUGUSTA, Ga., Oct. 27.—Frank< 
lin L. Dodge dJr., former Depart- 
ment of Justice agent, who several 
years ago was named in charges 
by George Remus, former Cincin- 
nati bootlegger, has been sentenced 
to 30 months in prison for perjury. 
Dodge, a resident of Lansing, 
Mich., pleaded guilty in Federal 
Court here to the charge, which 
grew out of his testimony in a 
liquor trial at Savannah, Ga. 

Remus’ charges against the agent 
were made shortly after Remus 
completed a penitentiary sentence 
for .violating the liquor laws. 
Remus charged Dodge had perse- 
cuted him and that Dodge was a 
rival for Mrs. Remus’ affections. 
The liquor dealer told of trips he 
said Dodge and Mrs. Remus had 
made together. temus shot his 
wife to death in October, 1927, in 
Cincinnati, was adjudged insane 
and liberated from a state hospital 
shortly afterward. 

In May, 1930, Dodge testified in 
Savannah that he did not know of 
any liquor activities on the part of 
George Brown, who was on trial. 
In 1923, he had assisted in ithe 
conviction of William H. Haar at 
Savannah on liquor law violation 
charges. At the Haar trial, Dodge 
testified Haar had been associated 
with Brown, who has since died. 

Dodge is to be held in the Riché 
mond County jail here pending or- 
ders from Washington as to where 
he will be placed in prison.

TWODAYS OFF TERN 
BLOCKS DEPORTATION 


Father of Five Among Group 
Sentenced for Liquor Law 
Violation. 


Dominico Loiacano faced Federal 
Judge Faris today, charged with 
manufacturing liquor in St. Louis 
County, and confronted with the 


prospect that he wofild be deported 
if sentenced to prison. lLoiacano is 
the father of five children. 

He pleaded guilty. Judge Faris 
sentenced him to 11 months and 29 
days in jail. Had the term been 
two days longer, Loiacano would 
have had to serve it in the peni- 
tentiary, and then would be sub- 
ject to deportation as an undesira- 
ble alien. 

Loiacano’s case was one of 54 
liquor charges on Judge Faris’ 
docket today. In another instance 
where large-scale commercial vio- 
lation of the law was indicated, he 
sentenced Emil Kloepper, 2006 La- 
fayette avenue, to a year and a day 
in prison, for the sale of a five-gal- 
lon can of alcohol. 

Woman’s Fine Stayed. 

Mrs. Eula Wilkerson, 2909A Un- 
ion boulevard, mother of six chil- 
dren, was fined $500 for possession 
of six quarts of whisky, but the fine 
was stayed by the Court. Her at- 
torney, former United States Com- 
missioner William Atkins, said Mrs. 


an automobile assembly plant, had 
worked not more than three days a 
week during the past year, and that 
she sold liquor to help support the 
family. Judge Faris warned her 
that her children would not influ- 
ence him if she violated the law a 
second time. 

Frank Voelke, owner of a road- 
house at Sullivan, was fined $475 
for possession of 600 quarts of 
home brew. In fining him, Judge 
Faris referred to motorists who 
“get their noses wet” at roadhouses, 
and said he wished the law provid- 
ed a more severe penalty in 
Voelke’s case. The maximum fine 
is $500. 

Joe Silvestre, charged with sale 
of liquor at the southeast corner 
of Fourteenth and Chestnut streets, 
had heard of the law’s technicali- 
ties and protested that the search 
warrant in his case was not accu- 
rate. 

“This paper,” he argued, “says I 
weigh 175 pounds, and I weigh 130. 
It says I am 31 years old, and I am 
42. It says I am 5 feet 7 inches 
and I am 5 feet 5.” 

“But did you sell liquor?” he 
Court asked. “Sure!” Silvestre ex- 
claimed. “They will get your de- 
scription right at Mexico,” Judge 
Faris assured him. “You will be 
there for four months.”’ 

Thomas L. Sullivan, disabled war 
veteran of Steelville, pleaded guilty 
of selling liquor and was sentenced 
to five months in jail. A stay of 
execution for 10 days was granted 
and Judge Faris said he would con- 
sider an application for parole. He 
warned Sullivan, however, that dis- 
abled veterans have no license to 
sell liquor “although it might be 
more comfortable for them and a 
lot of us’ if they could. 

Four Women Go te Jail Among 30 
Persons Arraigned. 

Thirty pleaded guilty yesterday 
of liquor charges, and of them 26, 
including four women, went to jail, 
either because they were sentenced 
or because of their inability to pay 
their fines. The women were Mrs. 
Ruth Byrd, 3955A McRee avenue, 
fined $250; Myrtle Flippin, Negro, 
3534 Lawton avenue, $350; Elsie 
Jackson, Negro, 201 South Twenty- 
second street, $400, and Mrs. Annie 
Gibbons, 521 North Whittier street, 
four months in jail and $400 fine. 
The first three, who said they could 
not pay the fines, will serve 30 days 
in jail. Two other women were 
fined, but obtained stays of execu- 
tion.

Secretary of State Becker re- 
fused to accept the declaration, 
saying that, because of the Gover- 
nor’s veto, the State is now with- 
out congressional districts, and 
must elect its 13 Congressmen next 
year on a general ticket, as Con- 
gressmen-at-large. 
Carroll's lawyer, Hyman G. Stein, 
then filed his mandamus proceed- 
ing in the Supreme Court. The pe- 
tition asks that the Secretary of 
State be directed to show cause 
why he should not be required to 
certify Carroll’s name on the bal- 
lot in the 1932 primary election, as 
a candidate in the Tenth District.

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DUTCH ASTRONOMER'S 
THEORY OF CREATION 


Prof. de Sitter Says Passing 
Star Hit Sun and Plan- 
ets Resulted. 


By the Associsted Press. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 27.—A ter- 
rific collision between the sun and 
a passing star was advanced last 
night as the cause of the birth of 
the earth and other planets by 
Prof. Willem de Sitter, noted Dutch 
astronomer. 

The passing star, he said, pulled 
material off the sun, and the larger 
fragments became planets. The 
momentum of the star, transmitted 
by the collision, started the sun and 
planets all whirling in the same di- 
rection through space. 

Such a collision, he continued, {s 
the only satisfactory explanation of 
why the sun and all the planets re- 
volve in the same direction, and 
why their orbits are almost circu- 
lar and on almost the same plane 
or level. He spoke before the 
Washington Academy of Sciences 
and the Society of Sigma XI. 

The satellites of the planets— 
such as the moon—were pulled off 
from the planets by the sun's at- 
traction, he said. 

After the star pulled a huge fila- 
ment of matter out from the sun, 
the planets circled about the sun, 
following an elliptical path, like a 
flattened circle. Gradually their 
orbits became more circular, due to 
friction from the gaseous material 
out in space. 

Creation of Satellites. 

When the planets were following 
their early elliptical orbits they” 
were much nearer the sun at some 
times than at others. At one of 
these times of passing near the sun. 
its attraction pulled off satellites 
from the planets. The satellites be- 
gan circling the planets as the 
planets circled the sun. 

Through mathematics and geol- 
ogy the “collision theory” has been 
checked and found satisfactory, De 
Sitter said. The time required for 
the gaseous material in space to 
“round out” the orbit of the planet 
Mercury from its original elliptical 
shape to its present path has bedn 
calculated by mathematicians. It 
corresponds, they have discovered, 
to the age of the earth as calculat- 
ed by geologists. 

Denies Centrifagal Theory. 

The collision theory, De Sitter 
asserted, supplants the former be- 
lief that the sun and planets were 
condensed from a gaseous nebula 
and the planets thrown off from 


the sun by centrifugal force due to | 


the rotation of the nebula. 

Mathematicians have shown, he 
declared, that a formation like the 
solar system, with a central sun 
surrounded by several small plan- 
ets, could not be formed through 
rotation. 

De Sitter is director of the oldest 
Observatory in the world, the “ster- 
rewacht” at Leyden, Holland. He 
is the author of one of the three 
great theories of the structure of 
the universe; proponents of the

6, W. OGHS OAKES DIES, 
EDITOR OF MAGAZINE 


Brother of New York Times 
Publisher Succumbs to 
Embolism, 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Oct. 27.—George 
Washington Ochs Oakes, an of- 
ficer of the New York Times Co., 
editor of Current History magazine 
and a brother of Adolph 8. Ocha, 
publisher of the New York Times, 
died yesterday in the Medical Cen- 
ter. 

The cause of death was an 
embolism. He had recovered from 
a surgical operation and was pre- 
paring to leave the hospital today 
to celebrate his seventieth birth- 
day. 

A son of Julius and Bertha Ochs, 
he was born in Cincinnati, O., in 
1861 while his father was serving 
in the United States Army as @ 
Captain. At the close of the Civil 
War his parents moved to Tennes- 
see. After graduation from the 
University of Tennessee, he was @ 
reporter on the Chattanooga Times, 
subsequently becoming managing 
editor. In 1896 when his brother, 
Adolph 8S. Ochs bought the New 
York Times he became publisher 
of the Chattanooga Times. He was 
twice Mayor of Chattanooga. 

In 1900 he published the Paris 
Exposition edition of the New York 
Times at Paris and, in recognition, 
received the cross of the French 
Legion of Honor from the Presl- 
dent of France. 

In 1901. his brother bought the 
Philadelphia Times and in 1902 
the Philadelphia Public Ledger. 
George was publisher and editor of 
the combined newspapers until the 
properties were sold to Cyrus H. 
K. Curtis in 1913. He then moved 
to New York to become an officer 
and director of the New York 
Times Co. and editor of Current 
History, the monthly periodical of 
the New York Times . 

Mr. Ochs Oakes (the latter an- 
glicized spelling was added to hig 
name in 1915 by court decree aft- 
er the sinking of the Lusitania) 
married Miss Bertie Gans of Phil- 
adelphia. She died in 1913. Two 
sons, George W. Jr. and John 
Bertram, survive.

The Community Fund conducts each fall a drive for the aggregate sum of 
money apportioned among its 51 member agencies. The goal for this year is 
$2,250,000, which is the amount needed to take care of the normal require- 
ments of the Fund agencies. ; 


The Citizens’ Committee on Relief and Employment, an emergency organiza- 
tion set up last year by Mayor Miller, determined some time ago that it would 
require approximately $750,000 from private subscriptions to carry on its 
activities for the balance of this year, and all of next year. 


Why the Combined Drive? 


Early last summer these two organizations began discussing the feasibility 
of joining forces in one huge drive, using the campaign facilities of the Com- 
munity Fund, with its volunteer force of over 5,000 solicitors. 


‘The advantages of acombined drive were so apparent ...one 
expense, one campaign organization, a single appeal, less time 
of workers taken from business... that the executive commit- 
tees of both organizations adopted the plan after a thorough 
study of all factors involved. 


In view of the amounts needed by*’the two organizations (Community Fund 
$2,250,000 and Citizens’ Committee $750,000) it was determined that the goal 
should be $3,000,000 and that the amount secured should be divided upon the 
basis of 75% to the Community Fund and 25 to the Citizens’ Committee. 


How Will the Money Be Spent? 


The Community Fund, as already stated, embraces 51 of the leading welfare 
agencies of St. Louis and St. Louis County, broadly classified as health 
agencies, dependency or relief agencies, and (for lack of better terminology) 
character building and citizenship agencies. 


Some idea of the magnitude of the relief work performed by Community Fund 
agencies may be gained from these figures for the last 12 months: 30,000 fam- 
ilies were assisted, 4,162,000 free meals were provided, 340,000 free medical 
treatments and visitations by trained nurses, 381,000 free meals to charity 
patients at hospitals, 82,940 children from needy families assisted. Of course, 
it is well known that all this service is rendered without regard to the creed 
or color of the recipients. 


Of the amounts which are appropriated to the agencies of 
the Community Fund it is estimated that over 75 cents of every 
dollar will be spent for health, dependency and relief. 


The Citizens’ Committee on Relief and Employment is an emergency commit- 
tee only. Its sole purpose is to provide funds for taking care of the emergency 
load, the additional relief demands which are occasioned by the wide-spread 
depression and unemployment. These funds are expended—and wisely so— 
through existing agencies, such as the Provideht Association, the Red Cross, 


COMMUNITY FUND, Sidney Maestre, President 
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the Salvation Army, the Bureau for Homeless Men, all members of the Com- 
munity Fund, and the Jewish Community Center. In addition, the Citizens’ 
Committee operates an Application Bureau, for both emergency and per- 


manent relief service, a Citizens’ Free Employment Bureau and a Clothing 
Bureau. 


For instance, the Application Bureau has received and arranged assistance for 


30,000 persons since it was opened 10 months ago. The Citizens’ Free Employ- — 


ment Bureau has on file the names of 28,000 unemployed persons, 4,800 of 
which it has placed in permanent or temporary jobs to date. The Clothing 
Bureau has collected and delivered 113,500 garments to 18,900 persons. 


It is generally recognized the country over that St. Louis 
has handled its relief problems more efficiently and more 
economically than any city in America. It should be a matter 
of pride that St. Louis has had no bread lines, no parades 
of unemployed, no street riots. Moreover, not a single person, 
needing help, who has appealed to the Community Fund or 
the Citizens’ Committee, has gone without food or clothing! 


Who Runs the Affairs of the 
Community Fund and the Citizens’ Committee? 


A glance at the names listed on this page will answer the question. Each 
agency in the Community Fund has its own board, which supervises its 
management and its expenditures. The presidents of those boards are named 


in one group below. The Community Fund is governed by an executive com-. 


mittee, whose names are likewise listed. 


The Citizens Committee is managed by an advisory board of one hundred, and 
a smaller executive committee, the members of which are printed below.

Walter S Franklin, newly elect- 
ed president of the Wabash Rail- 
way, will take charge of the St. 
Louis office within a few days. 
Stephen E. Cotter, vice president 
of the Wabash, has been in charge 
since the death of President Wu- 
liam H. Williams, Oct. 14, five 
weeks after his election to the of- 
fice.

Franklin, who is 47 years old,

President Mustapha Kemal Sends

ISTANBUL, Turkey, Oct. 27. — 
Turkey recognized the Government 
of King Zog I of Albania yesterday. 
Telegrams of recognition were sent 
by President Mustapha Kemal to 
King Zog and to the heads of other 
Balkan countries at the conclusion 
of the Turco-Balkan conference at 
Angora. 

The conference adopted resolu- 
tions establishing an Inter-Balkan 
Chamber of Commerce in Istanbul 
and an Inter-Balkan Tobacco Bu- 
reau at Salonika. 


“Disarmament of the mind,” as 
one speaker put it, was the chief 
objective of the peace mass: meet- 
ing, held last night in Second Bap- 
tist Church, and attended by an 
audience of nearly 1000, which 
filled the lower floor and part of 
the balcony. 

Three visiting educators made the 
chief addresses, with ghorter talks 
by four local leaders in the peace 
movement. “Radical reduction,” at 
the coming Geneva conference on 
armaments, was demanded, with 
little discussion of the concrete 
problems which will confront that 
gathering. 

An adventurous spirit, with will- 
ingness to take risks for peace, was 
advocated, and the notes of warning 
and repentance were sounded loud- 
ly—warning of the dire character 
of the “next war,’’ and repentance 
for approval or acquiescence in the 
war which ended nearly 13 years 
ago.

Both are ex- 
pensive—tbe writer averaged $3 a 
day for water in Moscow until he 
learned that Narzan could . be 
bought more reasonably at the

Train travelers are somewhat 
protected by the station “kipya- 
toks,’’ tanks of boiling or boiled 


water, but these are not in work- 


ing order every place. There is also 
danger of being told that water has 
been boiled when it has not. The 
consequence is apt to be consider- 
able discomfort for a week. 


Good Water a Scarcity. 


Russian substitutes for water 
leave much to be desired. Russian 
beer is flat and is rarely cold. 
Citro, a sweet synthetic lemonade, 
will not quench thirst. Wines are 
expensive and not always obtain- 
able. Vodka is like dynamite—one 
needs experience to handle it. The 
Russians are strong for kvdss, a 
slightly alcoholic sweet beverage 
made with black bread. In the 
Ural regions the natives drink 
koumiss, fermented mare’s milk, 
which tastes like very strong but- 
termilk. It is said to be good for 
anemia but most An -icans would 
have to be fairly well gone 
to be able to make a steady drink 
of it. In the long run, the best sub- 
stitute is tea, which is obtainable 
in all restaurants and on most 
trains, 

In traveling about Russia it 
would be possible but difficult to 
“live off the country.” The buffets 
at the railroad stations usually 
have tea, black bread, boiled cab- 
bage and fish on sale for those 
who can show railroad tickets, and 
at the small stations the peasants 
meet the train with berries, melons, 
eggs, rye bread, cottage cheese, 
milk and—very rarely—whole 
baked chickens. All these are not 
available at one station but several 
items usually are. 

Prices for these foods are ex- 
orbitant if the rouble is figured at 
par. When white bread was avail- 
able it cost a rouble—50 cents—for 
a small roll. A handful of wild 
raspberries cost a rouble and a 
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Other food ran pretty heavily to 
Omelettes, veal, macaroni and 
boiled potatoes—a fair diet for a 
short trip but likely to become tire- 
some if continued, 

Foreigners living in Russia taik 
about food a great deal and have 
trouble in getting what they want. 
Many have tourist friends bring in 
canned goods, and others appar- 
ently have a diplomatic pipeline. 
The American women can do won- 
ders with these raw materials and 
the results are excellent—for Rus- 
sia. 

The Government and the State 
Tourist Agency are trying to at- 
tract more tourists to “Russia by 
improving conditions. The best 
cooks and waiters in Moscow were 
recruited for the Metropole Hotel. 
The Savoy and the Grand give 
weekly dances that last far into 
the morning. The Metropole has 
a resplendent gypsy choir several 
times a week. 


In a Russian Bar. ‘, 

The Metropole has the edge on 
the other hotels on two counts— 
its comparatively good food and 


its new bar, which is to the Moscow 
foreign element what the Adlon 
Bar is to Berlin and the Ritz Bar 
to Paris. The place has been 
given a specious British air by the 
presence of three well-dressed 
women—perhaps the best-dressed 
Russians in Moscow—behind the 
bar. One is a blonde, another is 
a brunette and the third is red. 
haired. Only occasionally do they 
mix drinks, and then only the sim- 
plest. Their job is to talk to the 
customers. The bartender, who 
probably was selected because of 
his linguistic rather than mixing 
ability, scorns a cocktail shaker 
and stirs up his concoctions in a 
glass. 

The bar offers a wide range of 
choices, including the best foreign 
liquors at reasonable prices. 
Whisky is 35 cents a drink, 
with soda 55 cents. Bronx and 
Manhattan cocktails fetch 35 cents 
and champagne cocktails 70 cents. 
To the Americans it is ironically 
amusing that ice cream sodas also 
cost 70 cents.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
ee ABOR can well afford to take a 

wage cut,” asserts Hugh Bancroft, 
president of Dow, Jones & Co., in the 
Boston Post. “Department of Labor sta- 
tistics show that the commodities the 
workingman purchases for himself and 
family have dropped 12.8 per cent since 
two years ago. It is costing the work- 
ingman at least one-eighth less than it 
did two years ago. The worker who has 
accepted a cut of not more than 12.8 
per cent is certainly in position to main- 
tain the same standard of living he did 
before the cut.’’ Oh, yeah? 

Being secure, Mr. Bancroft and his ilk 
cannot be expected to understand how 
unemployed millions manage to live. A 
few have leaped off bridges, some have 
faded out through malnutrition, but over- 
whelming numbers continue living, more 
or less, anyway existing. How? A 
small proportion live on charity; a lesser 
* percentage on their savings. But the 

vast millions live off earnings of rela- 

tives, who graciously are being permitted 

still to work and bring home the 12.8 

per cent less costly bacon. 

Here is a young man, still employed, 
but on cut wages. In 1929, he had two 
dependents, wife and child. Now he has 
five. No, Mr. Bancroft, the little wife 
did not have triplets. It’s this way: The 
young man’s father was tHrown out of 
work. He had a little in a savings ac- 
count, but the i is in the hands of 
the bank examintr. Though able-bodied 
and able-minded, he is in the fifties and 
his chances for further employment are 
on the wane. Dad and mother are hope- 
lessly and perhaps permanently depend- 
ent on son. Then, 13 months ago, sister 
was “Jet out.” Some day she may get 
another job (at a third less than a living 
wage), and then she can carry home to 
brother the joyful news that henceforth 
his reduced wages must provide only 
two and a third more livings than in 
1929. An exceptional case? Indeed, it 
is not. It is typical. O. HECK.

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THE PRICE OF NATURAL GAS. 

It should go without saying that the use of nat- 
ural gas in St. Louis, mixed with manufactured gas, 
will be justified only if it lowers the cost to con- 
sumers. Otherwise there would be no advantage in 
the new mixed gas over the present manufactured 
product, and merely bringing natural gas into the 
city would be pointless. This answers, we believe, 
charges that Laclede is not doing at the- outset all 
it should do. | 

Nevertheless, Laclede recognizes that price to the 
consumer is the’ sole test of the operation when it 
proposes substantially to reduce the rate for house 
heating. Just what this reduction will be has not 
been announced, but it is understood the company is 
prepared to file a rate schedule at least 20 per cent 
below the present one. 

Agitation for use of natural gas in St. Louis has 
been based largely on its possible effect in reducing 
smoke. The Board of Aldermen appointed a natural 
gas committee because it hoped the new fuel would 
bring about some abatement of the smoke evil. 

Laclede will try to develop the potential market 
for gas for fuel by offering a lower rate. This rate, it 
is true, cannot possibly be closely competitive with 
coal here, where coal is so abundantly at hand. 
Nevertheless, the price may be sufficiently low to 
attract a large number of users and thereby material- 
ly reduce the winter soot fall. 

Whether the reduction offered by Laclede is suf- 
ficient and whether the: general gas rate for other 
domestic uses should remain unchanged are matters 
for the State Public Service Commission to decide. 
In due time, Laclede will have to file with the com- 
mission the contract under which it will purchase 
natural gas from the pipe line. It is the duty of the 
commission ‘to inquire into the fairness of the price 
and of the rates to be charged the public. The com- 
mission has a staff of engineers to assist it in this 
inquiry, which, in justice to the public, should go 
thoroughly into the effect natural gas will have in 
reducing Laclede’s production cost.

REVOLT IN CYPRUS. 

While Tommy Atkins nurses his bruises from 
stones hurled by a pro-Greek mob in the Cyprus re- 
volt, he has a chance to absorb some history. Those 
stones that sailed through the air were quite probably 
antiques, for every stroke of the pick uncovers relics 
there. Some of the missiles may once have borne 
the angular chiselings of the Assyrians, who canre 
down on Cyprus “like the wolf on the fold.” Or they 
may have been part of Paul’s pulpit when he visited 
that island to preach peace on his first missionary 
journey. They may have been stepping stones trod 
by Aphrodite on her way to terra firma.after she rose 
from the ocean’s foam near Cyprus. 

Being British, Mr. Atkins may recall that Richard 
the Lion-hearted seized Cyprus in 1184, when the na- 
tives were rude to his crusaders. It passed from 
his hands, as it had slipped from those of the Phoeni- 
cians, the Persians, Alexander the Great, the Ptole- 
mies, the Romans, the Byzantines and the Arabs. 
No more permanent was the hold of the Genoese, the 
Venetians or the Turks, who lost it to England in the 
World War. Now there is a wide movement for 
union with the Greek cousins across the Aegean, and 
the ancient stones of Cyprus are part of the muni- 
tions of revolt. Tommy Atkins will stand firm, as 
usual, but those stones, with all their history, al- 
ready have given him a headache. 
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THAT SO-CALLED HUNGER MARCH. 

That “Missouri State hunger march” upon Jeffer- 
son City resolved itself into a bad-mannered group of 
approximately 250 persons, led by a Communist or- 
ganizer. Gov. Caulfield received a delegation of 10 
of the marchers, gave them a proper spanking and 
sent them home. The Governor said it was not help- 
ing the situation for mobs to march across the State 
to the capital and, furthermore, that “it is to be re- 
gretted that this time of need is taken advantage of 
by agitators who have not in mind relieving unem- 
ployment, but who rather have in mind undermining 
our Government.” : 

Obviously, the purpose of the so-called hunger 
march was to exploit the situation, and the demon- 
stration was in some respects only ‘a miniature repli- 
ca of the Coxey’s army episode of 1894. No doubt 
Coxey was entirely sincere and surely the ‘country 
was in a sorry plight; yet the net effect of his col- 
lection of ragamuffins and tatterdemalions was to 
arouse laughter. Like all such comic opera move- 
ments, it was a fiasco. Of the 100,000 men that Coxey 
said he would have in Washington on May 1, 1894, es- 
timates of the actual number of the “army” ranged 
from 5900 to 11,450. 

There are always a few persons that can be found 
to engage in silly demonstrations, but the great body 
of the unemployed know they are not to be extricated 
from their plight by making bizarre demands upon 
elected officials. Communist organizers who try to 
drum up trade by such transparent devices as this 
“hunger march” are merely wasting their time. 
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: WHY THE LEAVES TURN. 

From every direction comes the report that the col- 
oring of the autumn foliage is more brilliant than 
usual, Yet there has been no frost. What is the ex- 
planation? Merely this: it is the last of October and, 
frost or no frost, the processes of nature must be 
served. During summer’s greenness, the chlorophy! 
of the leaves was busy producing plant food by com- 
bining carbon dioxide from the air with water taken 
in at the roots. Now the trees have their growth, 
and, operating on a budget which must be followed, 
put no more chlorophyl ta work. What is present in 
the leaves wastes away and the sunlight brings out 
other colors contained in lesser quantities. Yellow 
predominates because, next to the green of the chlo- 
rophyl, it is present in the largest amount. Some 
colors come into their own. Others are produced in 
the chemical reactions that accompany the cessation 
of industry in the leaves. It is all a matter of a)- 
kalis, sugars and mineral pigments. Thus, in one ‘ 
Way or another arrives the red of the hard maple and 
sumac, the gold of the hickory nut, the brown of oak 
and beech. Science shatters the reputation of the 
elfin artist of the peaked cap and dripping palette, 
but as always leaves truly beautiful reality in the

rich field; Government urged to remove restrictions and aid our economic recovery.

a GIGANTIC VACUUM” is what 
Chief Justice Charles E. Hughes 
once called Russia in referring to 
her potential capacity as a consumer of 
the manufactured products of the Western 
nations, That was eight years ago, and Mr. 
Hughes was then Secretary of State, but, 
although during much of the intervening 
time our commerce and finances have been 
suffering from a pernicious form of creep- 
ing paralysis, the “gigantic vacuum” re- 
mains unexploited—a yawning and accusing 
witness to the indifference of successive 
administrations at Washington to one of 
the greatest trade opportunities ever pre- 
sented to this country. 

It is true that, while he indicated the 
most direct and obvious way of staying the 
progress of business depression and of even- 


, tually overcoming it, Mr. Hughes himself 


did not advise following it, for reasons 
which belong to the inscrutable realm of 
diplomacy—and thereby hangs one of the 
saddest and most paradoxical tales in the 
history of our international relations. How- 
ever, that is another story. 

. . « 


It is sufficient for us to know that the 
“gigantic vacuum” is still there, “the most 
stupendous reality today in international 
affairs,’"’ to borrow Senator Borah’s preg- 
nant phrase. Far more disinterested and 
practical students of the Russian situation 
than the Idaho statesman have borne tes- 
timony to the exceptional trade opportu- 
nitles which await our manufacturing and 
exporting interests in the vast territory of 
the Soviet Union. The News recently 
printed a series of notable articles on Rus- 
sia by Gen, William N. Haskell, the dis- 
tinguished Army engineer, and by John L 
Lovett, general manager of the Michigan 
Manufacturers’ Association. Both these ex- 
pert first-hand observers strongly and un- 
qualifiediy urge resumption of full trade re- 
lations with Russia in order to secure for 
our American manufacturers a share of the 
increasing Soviet orders for the things re- 
quired in their industrial development and 
the goods to satisfy the rising standards of 
living among the awaking Russian people. 

Russia is still a “gigantic vacuum’’—an 
almost virgin country,with vast natural*re- 
sources, wanting as yet “almost everything 
that man can produce,” and with a stand- 
ard of living still very low. In the normal 
course of things, it should offer an almost 
unlimited market for our manufacturers. , 

° es * 


We are witnessing in Russia today a na- 
tional development strikingly similar to that 
which occurred in this country beginning 
with the ’60s and ‘'70s of the last cen- 
tury. The United States in 1865-70, like 
the Russia of the present, had just emerged 
from a great internal conflict which had 
sealed in blood not only its solution of a 
bitterly contested social question, but the 
result of a great political and economic 
revolution as well. Russia not only is an 
agricultural country with a young and grow- 
ing manufacturing industry, but with a do- 
main two and a half times that of the Unit- 
ed States, an area so vast that her wealth 
of untouched natural resources is hardly 
suspected today. 

But it takes more than fertile fields, no- 
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ble forests and rich mineral deposits to 
make a great market—it takes an optimistic 
and growing population. Where the Amer- 
ica of 1870 was being peopled not only by 
the rapid increase of its native stock but 
by a yearly influx of 300,000 of the most 
ambitious and intelligent immigrants En- 
rope could produce, Russia is today adding 
millions to the limited number of her peo- 
ple who have a knowledge of and a desire 
for articles of civilized commerce. Among 
both children and adults, the Soviet is car- 
rying forward a sweeping program of edu- 
cation. These sturdy entrants into the d2- 
main of civilization are only the first in- 
crements to what will be a constantly in- 
creasing market for products which the ex- 
panding but still: rudimentary industrial 
plant cannot hope for years to satisfy. 
. * * 


Such is the striking parallel between the 
United States of the last mid-century ana 
the Russia of today. The need of the lat- 
ter for railroads, farming machinery and 
other productive goods and equipment ia 
as great as was ours. The domestic market 
is growing in size and requirements, and 
will not only absorb the rapidly increasing 
industrial production, but will demand more 
and more commodities essential to the pub- 
lic convenience and well-being which are 
not obtainable in sufficient quantities in 
Russia. 

Even with the complete success of the 
five-year plan, it will still be many years 
before Russia can take care of her own 
primary needs. It goes without saying that 
we are in a better position to supply those 
‘needs than any other of the great industrial 
nations. Notwithstanding the hostile atti- 
tude of successive Washington administra- 
tions toward the Soviet regime, America 
is still warmly admired in Russia as the 
embodiment of industrial efficiency—the 
present god of the Bolshevist remakers of 
that country. This would insure her a de- 
cided advantage over the European com- 
petitors. 


It is significant that some of the most 
important industrial enterprises in this 
country, like the business men in such out- 
spokenly capitalistic countries as England, 
Germany and France, are not revealing any 
squeamishness about doing business with 
the Soviet regime. The Europeans are mak- 
ing especially vigorous efforts to capture a 
larger share of Russia’s business and have 
increased their sales to her during the cur- 
rent year, while ours have declined. They 
cannot understand the Washington policy 
of proscribing Russia. 


Fortunately, there are some hopeful signs 


that fhe Washington administration is pre- 
paring to modify, if not wholly abandon, ‘ts 
severely antipathetic attitude toward Rus- 
sia. There is no other matter more impor- 
tant to the domestic well-being of the coun- 
try. It is the opportunity vital to the com- 
plete restoration of our industrial activity. 
If the Government does not act promptly 
and whole-heartedly in assisting our manu- 
facturers to seize and fructify it to the ut- 
termost extent, it will throw away the best 
chance it has had to lift American indus- 
try out of the slough of despond and start 
it on the way to permanent recovery.

Charles Comiskey 
may not have risen so high 
as his associate Ban Johnson; 


nor were his good deeds for 
baseball as widely publicized. 
But the fact remains that he was 
almost as great an influence in 
baseball as the pugnacious for- 
mer president of the American 
League. Comm~y’'s influence be- 
gan 15 years before Johnson's 
star rose, it continued after John- 
son's estal’ishment at the head 
of the new league; it 
with and finally crushed John- 
son himself, and it was still in 
the ascepdant. to a diminished 
degree, when the curtain rang 
down on his career. 

Comiskey was the first base- 
ball player with vision. He orig- 
inated and put into practice im- 
provements in playing that en- 
dure today. A pitcher with a fail- 
ing arm, he turned to first-bas- 
ing and revolutionized the meth- 
od of playing that station. 

A field captain in name, he 
quickly usurped the full author- 
ity that a manager of today en- 
joys. The “manager” of Comis- 
key’s early teams had nothing 
to do but arrange transportation 
and look after financial matters.

Put St. Louis on the Map. 


EFORE Ban Johnson was 


in long trousers Comiskey 
was signed to a St. Louis con- 
tract and within seven playing 
seasons he had lifted St. Louis 
from a mere outpost of the na- 
tional game to a widely adver- 
tised baseball center with a ball 
club that had won four titles and 
a world champienship. He made 
this a baseball city for all time. 

Comiskey was a far greater 
man in those days than the 
owner of a ball club or the 
league's president. His influence 
was such that it was to him 
Johnson turned for help in buiid- 
ing a rival for the National 
League. It was the solid advice 
of Comiskey that enabled Ban 
to pull through the early days of 
the new league.

Comiskey perhaps should not 
be blamed too severely for nof 
turning adrift his baseball club 
—that’s what releasing the play- 
ers amounted to. Their aggre- 
gate value would today be close 
to $300,000 and perhaps more. 
It has been argued that if the 
league wanted to retire these 
players in the interest of clean 
baseball it should have come to 
Comiskey’s aid and not asked 
him to bear the burden alone. 

In the end, Comiskey lost all 
his stars and got very little help 
from anybody in the terrific 
task of rebuilding his elub. In

The five-day week was put 
forward as an improvement on the 
Ten Commandments, with their ‘six 
days shalt thou labor.’ The child 
born of steel and rubber, with its 
brow wiped by an automatic de- 
vice, became our idol. We asked 
of everything, ‘How much, how 
big, how fast?’ If a man were to 
come back from heaven, our first 
question would be, ‘How long did 
it take you?’ And if a second man 
came after him we would demand 
of him, ‘Did you break the other 
man’s record?’ 

Form of Nervous : 

r “Our economic determinism is a 
form of nervous indigestion. With 
too much of everything, we have 
not enough to eat. The nations are 
seeing double—red bolshevism — to 
the left, fascism to the right—yet 
these are no ghosts, but realities. 

“Nations are like individuals, 
only much more disagreeable. We 
were told that if we didn’t go to 
war no one would love us. Now, 
we are loved like the doctor who 
has gaved the patient’s life, when 
he presents his bill. 

“Russia’s challenge to us is not 
in the field of economics. It is in 
her treatment of all racial strains 
as equal. We Yankees don’t care 
to compete with Russia in this 
matter. Here, justice and mercy 
stop at the boundary of racial and 
religious differences. 

“When the young men of my 
classes come up for their sheep- 
skins, I do not feel sure that they 
are educated. For they are chuck 
full, from ‘heels to dome, of cruel, 
bitter, stupid prejudices, until I 
almost lose my love for them. They 
shut themselves up into class, ra- 
cial, religious groups, and pride 
themselves on being chosen for iso- 
jation. Their studies are for grades, 
not for growth. This does not so 
much harm those whom they ex- 
clude, for the really worthwhile 
man cannot be snubbed, but it 
harms them. Women must do more 
than they have done to breed this 
'prejudice, this blood-lust, out of 
men. 

“Nations must disarm, and indi. 
viduals must disarm. We must at- 
tune ourselves to the new -world 
which may come like the autumn 
breeze, or which may come with 
storm and destruction.” 

No Idealism in War. 

Prof. A. Eustace Haydon of the 
University of Chicago warned 
‘against attempts to fit old slogans 
‘and old principles to new condi- 
tions. Realism, he said, would de- 
mand that if any such sum as 
$707,000,000 a year iseto be spent 
on armaments, it be spent on the 
‘form of armament which will be 
‘used in the next war—bombing 
airplanes, gases to destroy whole 
populations. He challenged any- 
lone to place such a program before 
the people for approval. 

“Anybody who talks of the 
idealism of war is lying,” he said. 
“Nobody goes to war for the sake
